lations. These people meant well, Dut 
they did not unéerstand the practices in 

ts of law. and unfortunately were the 
a. of injecting something that did not 
beleng there. 

These investigators were supposed to 
get at all of the facts and present them 
to the Judge before he tried the case, 
which is contrary to all of the ethics of 
the bench. A statement or a report of 
this kind cannot be considered evidence 
It is at best only hearsay or gossip. Any 
facet that such an investigator might 
have elicited should have been used on'y 
when witnesses could have been brought 
into court to testify to the fact. No 
Judge has a right to consider anything 
thas is not testimony or evidence and 
nothing is testimony or evidence that has 
not appeared tn open court or is withheld 
from the counsel on either side. But in 
the Courts of Domestic Belations these 
investigators are permitted to express 
their opinions, alr their prejudices and 
make all kinds of statements and sur- 
mises that tend to bias the Judge before 
the trial of a case. They ere not on 
oath. 


These investicators invade the privacy 
of people who have recourse to the Court 


of Domestic Relations and pry and probe 
into the most delicate matters with all 
the tenderness of a medical student dis- 
eecting a “subject.” 

Qme can readily tmagine that one of 

investigators who has been asked 

to Uftend to her own business would 
report very unfavorabiy on the party to 
a ert? who had made such a request. 
They-can gratify personal spite and 
gmelice They tell their tale to the Judge 
in Chambers and no one but the Judge 
$e eurrosed to know wheat has been told 
But a pretudice may have been planted 
fm the mind of the Judge. | 

No Judge would allow a private citizen 
te discuss with him a case which was go- 
tine to be tried before him. unless he were 
compietely ignorant of the most ordinary 
usage of the court. Why should one of 
these investicrators have any euch right 
er privilege?

THE GOVERNOR SMOKED OUT. 

The poll of the Legislature taken by the Attomo- 
bile Cieb of Missouri reveals ample sentiment to 
enact measures mecessary to complete the road 
‘program fs 1927. 
| Of the 24 members of the’ Senate, 23, or more 

than two-thirds, have replied favorably, and $2 of 
the 147 Representatives have similarly responded. 

With reservations tn a few instances that can 
easily be composed those legislators have commit- 

ted themselves : 
1. To vote for a 50 per cent increase in the 
registration fees for motor vehicies. 
2. To vote for s tax of 1 cent a gallon on 

gasoline, effective June 1, 1924. 

3. To consider_mo other matters related to 
this project. 

In the face of such sentiment Gov. Hrde wil! find 
it difficult, if mot impossible, further to fustify his 
refusal to call the session. It is true fhat the nec- 
essary two-thirds majority of the House to pass 
this emergency legislation has not yet been 
pledged; {t still lacks six of fhe required number. 
But those votes can surely be obtained when the 
Assembly meets. With anything like leadership on 
the Governor’s part, backed as the proposition is 

‘by the overwhelming public opinion of the State, 
the measures can be passed quick'iy. 

The truth ts that Gor. Hrde’s attitude of fear and 
Seemingly te 
bas not realized the gravity of the emergencr. It 
is mo exaggeration to describe the situation as a 
crisis. The, fallare of the administration at this 
jumecture to provide the means for éontinuing the 


efficiency of the highway organization and main-' 


taining the present schedule of road construction 
would be a calamity. The loess to the State morally 
would be trreparable and the material damage 
would be unaccountable. 

The Governor's plain duty tn the premises would 
have been to call the special session and placejghe 
odium of failure on the Legislature, tf, as Mr. Hrde 
alleged, the Assembly was determined to sacrifice 
our road project on the altar of partisan politics 
But the Governor’s suspicion has been shattered.

first case I ever saw of convul- 
sions in a child. I was calling at 
the home 6f some friends when a 
‘scream from the young mother 
rushed us all into her bedroom. The 


baby was in a fit! 

It is hard to think of anything 
more alarming than the sight of a 
child in convulsions. Perhaps the 
most trying thing about it is the 
suddenness of the onset. The child 
is apparently well Without warn- 
ing he stiffens out, his head drawn 
back and up roll his eyes. The mus- 
cular spasms may be so great that 
the breathing is seriously interfered 
with and may even stop for a few 
seemirigly endless moments. The 
face gets black and you fear the 
end has come. 

Fortunately, the convulsion is 
short in actual time of duration. It 
passes away quickly, the breathing 
is resumed and the body relaxes. 

I declare I find myself short of 
breath as I write, because I recall 
so vividly how inwardly excited I 
was at the unfamiliar spectacle. 
Perhaps the terrible fright of the 
horrified ‘mother impressed me 
then as it does today. ' 

Of course, wider experience has 
taught me that we need not be too 
much upset by the spectacular and 
uncomfortable symptoms. Serious 
effect rarely follows. 

Nature has pecullar ways of 
warning us of trouble. Grown peo- 
ple know from their symptoms of 


time seemed agonizing and impeosst- 


indigestion that they have violated 
the rules of eating. A chill and 
fever may mark the onset of the 
disturbance. 

But it is different in a baby’s 
case. You must be given a mee 
violent sign of his unhappiness or 
you may not discover that he has 
been wrongly fed. So where an 
aduit has a little fever,.a baby has 
a lot of fever. Under conditions 
which might produce a in @ 
grown person, a baby has convul- 
sions. 

The reason for this difference is 
that the child has the more deli- 
cate and responsive nervous sys- 
tem. Things which are trifling to 
the adult may produce violent dis- 
turbance in the infant. 

We don’t belleve any more that 
teething is the cause of convrub 
sions, although it must be admitted 
that the sore and inflamed gums 
do exhaust the nervous enefgy. 
Wrong feeding, overfeeding, giv- 
ing bad milk—anything to upeeé 
digestion—may produce the convul- 
sion.
